A Mew Tank Stand. 

A pipe line has been laid from the 
Gas Works to the Kentucky Midland 
yards and a switch has been put in, 
up the grade some distance above 
the Colored City School building, 
where the oil tanks sent here to the 
Capital Gas and Electrio Light Com- 
pany are now unloaded.

The public schools of this city 
more largely attended this year than 
ever before and are in a prosperoi 
condition, as the following statistics 
for the term ending January 28, 18S 
will show:

This is a much better showing than 
is made by many of the larger cities. 
In Louisville only 60 per cent, of the 
children are enrolled in the schools, 
inPaducah about 42 per cent. 
Nashville 40 per cent., New York 
City 48 per cent., and Boston 47 per 
cent 

The average attendance at the 
white school during the month of 
January, when there was a grea* deal 
of sickness in the city and the 
weather was so very inclement that 
many of the little children had to be 
kept at home, was 656. Last year 
there were but 24 scholars in at- 
tendaace upon the High School, 
whereas this year there are 56. 

The disbursements of the white 
school for 1891 were $11,623.37, and 
of the colored school for the same 
time, |4,390.96. 

Few cities have better schools than 
Frankfort and they are equally as 
well conducted as any in the country. 
Prof. Rhoads, the new Superinten- 
dent, has made a splendid record 
since he has been here, and has the 
hearty co-operation of an efficient 
corps of assistants.
